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Chairman’s  Address  to  the 
Annual  Meeting. 

(Mr.  W.  A.  LEWIS). 


February  25th,  1929. 

My  dear  Friends. 

With  you  I  deeply  regret  the  inability  of  our  esteemed 
President  and  Patroness  to  be  with  us  this  evening.  We 
should  all  have  been  pleased  to’  have  welcomed  them.  Never¬ 
theless,  it  is  inspiring  to'  remember  they  are  deeply  interested 
in  all  that  concerns  the  welfare  of  the  institution  that  bears 
their  honoured  name. 

The  year  which  has  just  closed  has  been  one  of  great 
anxiety.  Like  the  law  of  all  true  progress  and  change,  it 
has  been  difficult  at  all  times  to  strike  the  right  path,  in  view 
of  impending  legislation,  long  overdue. 

We  must  all  agree  that  all  life  is  built  upon,  the  principle 
of  development.  Nothing  springs  into  being  full-fledged. 
I  grant  there  are  moral  and  physical  laws  that  never  change; 
these  are  eternal.  We  may  have  wrong  conceptions,  and 
violate  them,  and  thus  hinder  their  accomplishment,  but 
the  law  remains  and  the  obligations  also.  But  I  venture  to 
say  that  never  in  the  history  of  the  world  has  there  been  a 
clearer,  richer,  and  fuller  conception  of  law  and  obligation 
than  to-day,  and  never  a  more  earnest  desire  to  discharge 
them.  So  that,  whether  our  institutions  be  large  or  small, 
we  are  all  contributing  to  one  great  whole. 

The  reports  presented  by  my  esteemed  colleagues  have 
been  most  comprehensive  and  clear,  and  speak  volumes  for 
the  work  done  during  the  past  year.  But  I  want  us  to 
remember  that  the  gathering  in  of  one  harvest  simply  means 
the  preparation  for  another.  So  I  want  us  to  turn  with 
thoughtful  resolution  to  the  future,  letting  the  dead  bury  its 
dead,  only  having  one  object  in  view,  namely,  the  achieving 
of  greater  conquests  in  the  days  to>  come. 

I  regret,  in  consequence  of  the  1926  stoppage  and  the 
debt  then  contracted,  and  the  depression  which  has  followed, 
it  has  been  found  impossible  to  open  the  two'  large  medical 
wards  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  intended.  Hence, 
in  consequence  of  that  fact,  and  in  view  of  the  great  need  of 
a  maternity  home  in  the  district,  and  remembering  all  that 
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such  a  Home  would  mean  to,  say,  150,000  people,  your  Board 
decided  to  approach  the  West  Hiding  County  Council  with  a 
view  to  the  establishment  of  such  a  Home  in  our  medical 
wards  here,  the  County  Council  to  reimburse  the  Hospital, 
and  after  much  thought  and  consultation  together  they  have 
agreed  to  terms,  so-  that  in  the  near  future  we  hope  to  bring 
these  wards  into  useful  service. 

-  Those  of  you  who  have  been  privileged  to  see  such  a 
Home  in  all  its  beautiful  provision,  remembering  the  un¬ 
happy  position  of  thousands  of  poor  mothers,  suffering 
through  lack  of  means  so-  necessary  to  prepare  them  for  the 
ordeal  before  them,  and  with  totally  inadequate  accommoda¬ 
tion  in  those  Homes,  it  is  only  such  persons  who  can  fully 
appreciate  such  a  Home  at  its  true  value ;  and  I  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  Dr.  Kay,  Chief  Medical  Officer  of 
the  West  Riding  County  Council,  Dr.  Lawrence  and  Mr. 
Jones,  and  the  whole  County  Council. 

Now  I  want  to-  say  a  few  words  to  o-ur  subscribers  upon 
the  question  of  our  liability  to  them  and  their  obligations  to 
us.  We  accept  your  subscriptions  upon  mutually  agreed 
terms.  As  a  Board  of  Management  we  have  engaged  an 
eminent  specialist,  who  visits  this  Hospital  twice  weekly. 
We  have  done  this  to  ease  the  pressure  upon  the  Sheffield 
institutions,  and  treat  all  cases  as  far  as  possible  here,  and 
the  Board  has  laid  it  down  as  a  hard  and  fast  rule  that  all 
cases  must  be  seen  first  by  our  own  Specialist  here,  and  if  he 
orders  the  patient  to  Sheffield,  or  elsewhere,  then  a  letter  of 
introduction  will  be  given  by  our  Secretary,  and  we  then  ac¬ 
cept  liability.  It  is  a  gross  injustice,  we  agree,  t-o  this  Institu¬ 
tion,  and  also  to  the  Institutions  at  Sheffield,  and  to-  their 
own  subscribers,  thousands  of  whom  are  unable  to-  get  admit¬ 
tance  Us  a  result  of  beds  being  occupied  by  people  from  other 
districts.  I  desire  to-  make  it-  positively  clear  that  in  future 
all  cases  sent  other  than  by  this  rule  will  go*  at  their  own 
expense.  This  rule  will  be  rigidly  enforced. 

We  are  all  occupied  in  our  thoughts  as  to  the  future  of 
the  Voluntary  Hospital  and  the  co-ordinated  scheme  of 
Public  Health  Service  as  arranged  in  the  Local  Government 
Bill,,  which  certainly  marks  another  stage  of  progress  in  the 
evolution  of  human  life.  The  Bill  makes  provision  for 
treatment  in  public  Institutions  as  part  of  the  duty  and  res¬ 
ponsibility  of  County  Councils,  Borough  Councils,  Local 
Authorities,  and  the  Voluntary  Institutions.  Hence  we 

liavd  h  real  practical  interest  in  the  new  measure,  inasmuch 
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as  we  shall  be  affected  by  its  operations ;  and  if  we  would 
retain  and  work  all  that  is  best  in  the  voluntary  system, 
claiming  to  conduct  our  own  affairs  in  our  own  way, we  should 
be  prepared  to  give  one  or  two  seats  upon  our  Boards  to 
Municipal  Authorities,  thus  bringing  ourselves  in  touch  with 
each  other,  having  the  right  of  representation  upon  sub-com¬ 
mittees  in  all  matters  affecting  our  interest  and  work ;  with 
right  of  appeal  to  higher  powers,  and  especially  on  the  ad¬ 
visory  committee,  which  will  serve  as  a  link  between  the 
Voluntary  Institutions  and  the  Municipal  Authorities.  Thus 
working  in  combination  and,  I  trust,  harmony,  each  will 
find  its  own  peculiar  place  in  relation  to  public  health  ser¬ 
vice. 

Mark  you,  there  is  yet  much  to  be  done  in  the  sense  of 
co-operation  and  co-ordination.  I  only  need  remind  you 
of  our  two  large  medical  wards  which  have  been  standing 
empty  three  years,  and  yet  at  Sheffield  and  Doncaster 
thousands  are  waiting  for  beds.  .  .  ,.t 

I  unhesitatingly  say  there  is  room  for  great  improvement 
in  our  Hospital  administration,  and  with  the  provision  of  an 
Ambulance,  such  as  our  local  Councils  are  thinking  of  pro¬ 
viding,  ar  great  step  forward  will  be  made,  say,  in  the  inter¬ 
change  and  exchange  of  patients. 

I  hope  we  are  approaching  the  time  when  all  will  be 
able  to  obtain  treatment — expert  treatment — at  their  own 
Hospital,  having  free  access  to  specialists  of  every  depart¬ 
ment,  medical  and  surgical.  I  have  always  believed  that 
the  best  brains  of  our  city  Universities  should  be  at  the  dis¬ 
posal  of  the  most  humble  institutions  seeking  to  alleviate 
human  suffering. 

Two  points  of  the  scheme  are' — first,  that  any  projected 
Hospital  or  extension  of  an  existing  Hospital,  may  receive 
public  support,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  of  that  district.  Secondly,  that  the  Hospital  will 
be  refunded  the  cost  of  carrying  out  any  portion  of  their  work 
for  which  public  authority  have  assumed  responsibility,  i 
think  we  shall  all  agree  that  while  the  Bill  is  not  so  com¬ 
plete  as  we  would  have  it,  yet  it  is  a  great  advance  towards 
a  National  Hospital  System,  long  overdue. 

And  now  I  want  again  to'  draw  your  attention  to  the 
important  question  of  pensions  for  our  staff.  A  great  num¬ 
ber  of  Institutions  have  adopted  the  contributive  scheme, 
and  whoever  may  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  carrying  on, 
your  Board  must  establish  a  pension  scheme,  and  thus  come 
into  line  with  other  Institutions  around  us. 
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I  plead  with  you  for  a  larger  Waiting  Boom  for  visitors. 

Presently  you  will  be  called  upon  to  consider,  and  I 
sincerely  hope  you  will  accept,  certain  alteration  of  Buies, 
enlarging  your  Board  of  Management.  First,  we  ask  you 
to  give  a  seat  to  the  Press ;  another  seat  to  Hickleton  Under¬ 
ground  Workers;  also  four  seats  to  Employers  of  Labour — 
one  seat  to  Manvers  and  Barnburgh  owners,  one  to  the 
owners  of  Wath  Main  Colliery,  one  seat  to  the  owners  of 
Hickleton  Main  Colliery,  and  one  to  cover  all  other  indus¬ 
tries  of  employers. 

My  closing  word  to  you  is :  Your  Board  have  sought  to 
serve  you  faithfully  and  well  another  year,  and  we  now  place 
in  your  hands  our  seals  of  office — submit  ourselves  to  your 
pleasure ;  praying  that  you  may  be  guided  in  your  choice 
of  men  and  women,  whose  only  object  will  be  the  best  interest 
of  the  Institution  and  suffering  humanity.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Commencing  the  year  1928  with  a  Bank  Overdraft  of 
£3,543  15s.  2d.,  and  private  loans  to  the  amount  of  £9,150, 
and  an  estimated  sum  of  £2,500'  owing  to  the  building  con¬ 
tractor,  a  sum  total  of  more  than  £15,000,  the  Board  entered 
indeed  into  a  sorry  inheritance  from  the  year  immediately 
its  predecessor.  Coupled  with  this  heavy  financial  handicap 
was  the  disconcerting  knowledge  that  the  industrial  pros¬ 
pects  in  the  neighbourhood  were  anything  but  encouraging. 
Small  wonder,  therefore,  if  the  Board  entertained  mis¬ 
givings.  Strong  in  the  example  set  by  earlier  Boards,  how¬ 
ever,  members  set  about  their  business  with  set  teeth  and 
a  grim  determination  to  “ginger  things  up”  during  the 
period  they  should  hold  office. 

How  successfully  they  applied  themselves  to  that  diffi¬ 
cult  task  is  told  in  the*  Hon.  Treasurer’s  Report,  and  the 
figures  he  has  presented  to  you.  A  retrospect  of  the*  past 
twelve  months  calls  for  enthusiastic  commendation  of  their 
efforts,  and  the  support  volunteered  by  a  multitude  of 
friends  bent  upon  the  consummation  of  these  wishes. 

WORKPEOPLE’S  SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

Perhaps  the  most  surprising  revelation  of  the  year  is 
the  amount  contributed  by  Workpeople  of  the*  district.  Not¬ 
withstanding  unprecedented  hardships  and  privations,  their 
subscriptions  have  amounted  to  almost  the  same  as  the  gifts 
of  1927.  It  is  many  years  since  there  was  such  irregularity 
of  work  at  the  collieries,  but  despite  this  handicap  every 
effort  has  been  made  to  maintain  the  weekly  hospital  quota. 
That  subscriptions  have  fallen  a  little  in  arrear  is  a  matter 
of  no  surprise,  but  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  1929  will  see 
renewed  activity  in  the  coal  fields,  and  that  it  may  be 
possible  for  any  small  arrears  of  contributions  to  be  over¬ 
taken  during  the  coming  year.  To  all  sections  of  Work-5 
people  in  the  area,  the  Board  extends  its  hearty  thanks  for 
their  continued  loyalty  and  generous  support. 
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INDIVIDUALS  AND  FIRMS. 

Private  individuals,  and  employers  of  labour  have  alike 
suffered  heavy  reverses,  but  this  disturbing  factor  has  in 
no  way  prevented  the  desire  to  maintain  a  regular  flow  of 
contributions.  Within  a  few  Pounds  their  gifts  total  those 
of  1927,  and  in  expressing  appreciation  of  these  collective 
efforts,  the  Board  acknowledges  the  tremendous  service  the 
subscriptions  have  rendered  the  hospital. 

PLACES  OF  WORSHIP. 

Contrary  to  all  expectations  in  these  difficult  times, 
Pi  aces  of  Worship  have  increased  their  grants  by  several 
pounds.  The  amount  contributed  has  been  of  great  help 
to  the  administration,  and  in  another  direction,  the  Churches 
have  been  earnest  Missioners  of  the  Cause.  They  are  very 
c  or di  ally  th  ank  e  d . 

DONATIONS. 

Donations,  too,  have  shown  a  marked  improvement, 
but  the  sources  from  whence  this  revenue  is  derived  being 
somewhat  barometric,  it  is  quite  beyond  the  powers  of  esti¬ 
mation  to  foretell  whether  the  annual  amount  subscribed 
will  be  large  or  small.  It  has,  however,  a  tendency  to  grow, 
and  it  would  materially  alter  the  outlook  if  subscriptions 
under  this  heading  could  be  depended  upon  to  preserve  this 
upward  trend.  All  givers  are  gratefully  thanked. 

HOSPITAL  SUNDAY  DEMONSTRATIONS. 

A  considerable  decrease  in  receipts  from  Hospital  Sun¬ 
day  Demonstrations  has  to  be  reported.  The  fall  is  due  to 
two  causes,  viz.:  (1)  The  abandonment  of  several  Demon¬ 
strations;  and  (2)  Scarcity  of  money, — both  causes  being 
attributable  to  bad  working  conditions  in  the  district.  The 
Demonstrations  that  took  place,  however,  called  for  much 
hard  work  on  the  part  of  their  organisers,  and  no  little  sacri¬ 
fice  on  the  part  of  those  supporting  them.  To  organisers 
and  supporters  alike,  the  Board  offers  its  very  warm  thanks 
for  the  amount  contributed. 

COLLECTING  BOXEiS. 

The  amount  recorded  under  this  heading  (£16/15/11; 
is  almost  suggestive  that  Collecting  Boxes  have  gone  out  of 
commission  altogether,  for  it  is  many  years  since  receipts 
therefrom,  were  so  small.  When,  however,  regard  is  paid 
to  the  fact  that  workers  are  systematically  contributing  to 
the  hospital  at  their  places  of  employment,  wonder  ceases 
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and  admiration  takes  its  place,  for  gifts  to  Collecting  Boxes 
represent  just  that  “extra  penny”  which  the  worker  delights 
in  adding  to  his  weekly  occupational  gift.  Economic  reasons, 
however,  have  prevented  the  free  indulgence  of  this  pleasure 
during  the  year  under  review.  The  support  which  has  been 
given  to  the  boxes  is  much  appreciated  by  the  Board. 

LADIES’  COMMITTEE. 

The  Ladies’  Committee  can  always  be  depended  upon 
for  a  generous  and  useful  grant.  They  labour  from  J  anuary 
to  December  in  their  search  for  funds,  and  few  can  resist 
the  blandishments  or  charms  of  these  fair  missioners. 
Despite  a  depleted  public  purse,  they  have  successfully  col¬ 
lected  over  £400.  Their  annual  house-to-house  collection 
was  a  pronounced  success;  Rose  Day,  all  things  considered, 
did  fairly  well;  and  whist  drives  have  represented  a  constant 
and  most  enjoyable  phase  of  their  activity.  A  Mammoth 
Bazaar  to  be  held  in  March,  1929,  is  now  being  planned, 
and  it  is  confidently  hoped  by  the  ladies  that  great  success 
will  attend  the  effort.  The  Ladies’  Committee  is  deserving 
of  every  encouragment  that  can  be  given,  and  the  Board 
most  gratefully  acknowledges  their  helpful  gift. 

SPORTS  COMMITTEE. 

Though  it  is  known  that  the  Sports  Committee  itself  is 
disappointed  with  the  amount  of  £140,  it  has  been  able  to 
contribute  to  the  General  Funds,  the  Board  feels  that  it 
cannot  but  congratulate  this  Committee  upon  the  gift  turned 
over.  No  Committee  in  connection  with  the  hospital  is  sub¬ 
ject  to  quite  the  diversity  of  the  elements,  or  vagaries  of 
public  whim  which  the  Sports  Committee  inevitably  has  to 
encounter,  and  looked  at  in  proper  perspective,  compliments 
rather  than  criticism  should  be  their  portion.  The  Board 
thanks  the  Sports  Committee  most  cordially  for  their  gener¬ 
ous  contribution,  and  hopes  most  sincerely  that  revived 
industry  in  the  district,  enabling  a  freer  flow  of  money,  will 
assist  the  Committee  in  the  realisation  of  its  highest  aspira¬ 
tions  during  1929. 

APPROVED  SOCIETIES. 

Certain  Approved  Societies  continue  to  make  their  help¬ 
ful  grants  to  the  hospital.  Within  about  90s.  the  £200  mark 
has  at  last  been  nearly  reached,  though  not  quite  yet 
attained.  The  grants  grow  steadily  year  by  year;  they  are 
of  a  most  useful  kind,  and  mean  a  great  deal  to  the  adminis- 
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tration.  The  Societies  which  have  been  good  enough  to 
send  these  gifts  are  gratefully  thanked  for  their  liberality 
and  their  interest. 

MINERS’  WELFARE.

For  many  years  great  hopes  had  been  centred  upon  a 
possible  gift  from  the  Miners’  Welfare  Fund.  1928  saw 
the  first  realisation  of  these  hopes  in  the  nature  of  a  con¬ 
tribution  of  £2,581,  being  a  joint  grant  from  the  Manvers 
Main,  Watli  Main,  and  Cortonwood  Collieries  sections  of  the 
Fund.  Needless  to  say  that  this  magnificent  gift  was  most 
acceptable.  Many  thousands  of  pounds  had  been  borrowed 
by  the  Board  to  meet  building  charges  on  the  hospital,  and 
the  grant  received  was  intended  to  meet  a  portion  of  these 
charges.  Receipt  of  the  money  at  once  meant  a  consider¬ 
able  reduction  in,  interest  payable  on  loans,  and  not  only 
was  the  hospital  thus  benefited  in  regard  to  the  Bank  Over¬ 
draft,  but  Board  Members,  who  are  themselves  personally 
liable  iu  the  matter  of  repayment  of  borrowed  monies,  were 
correspondingly  relieved  of  a  heavy  portion  of  their  respon¬ 
sibilities.  The  collieries  named,  and  those  who*  worked  so 
enthusiastically  to  secure  the  gift,  are  most  cordially  thanked 
for  their  generosity.  The  Board  expresses  the  hope  that, 
as  further  funds  become  available  for  distribution,  the  hos¬ 
pital  will  not  be  overlooked  when  allotment  is  made  of  any 
disposable  balance. 

HON.  CONSULTING  STAFF. 

Many  cases  have  been  referred  to  the  Hon.  Consulting 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  during  the  year,  and  advice  and 
service  has  been  given  and  rendered  most  willingly.  The 
Board  is  most  fortunate  in  its  staff  of  Honorary  Consultants, 
and  extends  to  them  most  heartv  thanks  for  the  honorarv 
work  they  have  performed. 

HON.  MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  STAFFS. 

The  engagement  of  Colonel  A.  M.  Connell,  the  Visiting 
Specialist  Surgeon,  and  Dr.  Joan  Dunbar,  the  House  Sur¬ 
geon,  has  relieved  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff  of  a,  great  deal  of 
work  during  the  year,  and  it  has  not  been  so*  necessary  to 
call  upon  individual  members  as  formerly.  The  work  the 
Hon.  Medical  Staff  has  performd,  however,  has  been  ren¬ 
dered  just  as  freely  when  required,  and  the  work  has  been 
done  with  promptitude  and  with  skill.  The  Medical  Report 
sets  forth  the  volume  of  work  actually  got  through  (a

The 
Board  fully  recognises  the  peculiar  difficulties  of  their  work, 
and  is  more  than  gratified  to  receive  the  numerous  letters 
of  commendation  from  ex-patients  which  arrive  by  every 
post.  The  Board  thanks  the  Staff  for  their  work,  and  for 
the  many  sacrifices  that  have  been  made. 

HONORARY  OFFICIALS. 

Honorary  officials  of  the  hospital  hold  no  sinecure.  The 
services  of  the  Hon.  Treasurer  (Mr.  W.  Carrington  Smith), 
the  Hon.  Solicitor  (Mr.  J.  W.  Hattersley) ,  and  the  Hon. 
Consulting  Engineer  (Mr.  J.  B.  Feltham)  have  been  fre¬ 
quently  and  regularly  in  demand,  and  they  have  readily  and 
generously  responded  to  each  and  every  call.

SPECIAL  EFFORTS. 

It  is  sometimes  difficult  to  quite  know  whether  to 
classify  a  certain  gift  under  the  heading  “Donations,”  or 
“Special  Efforts,”  for  they  are  in  nature  so  much  alike. 
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Under  the  heading  “Special  Efforts”  this  year  there  is  a 
decided  fall  in  receipts,  while  under  the  heading  “Dona¬ 
tions,”  a  considerable  rise  is  observed.  In  commenting 
upon  this  disparity  one  feels  almost  tempted  to  suggest  that 
these  headings  should  amalgamate:  the  difference  then 
would  be  hardly  so  noticeable.  All  contributors  are  gladly 
thanked  for  their  helpful  gifts. 

GIFTS  FROM  PUBLIC  BODIES. 

The  Board  would  like  to  see  the  gifts  from  the  Rother¬ 
ham  and  the  Doncaster  Guardians,  as  well  as  those  of  the 
Wath  and  Swinton  Urban  District  Councils  augmented  by 
subscriptions  from  other  public  authorities  in  the  area.  To 
the  supporters  named  the  Board  is  grateful  for  their  gifts. 

LOANS  FREE  OF  INTEREST. 

Again  necessity  compelled  the  Board  to'  seek  clemency 
in  the  matter  of  the  repayment  instalments  due  on  the  loans 
of  £4,000  borrowed  jointly  from  the  Man  vers  Main  and  the 
Hickleton  Main  Colliery  Companies  in  1925.  Clemency 
was  again  readily  extended,  despite  the  fact  that  no  interest 
has  been  paid  on  this  heavy  borrowing  for  several  years. 
The  patient  consideration  of  the  Companies  named  has  been 
tremendously  helpful  in  these  difficult  times,  and  the  Direct¬ 
ors  are  most  warmly  thanked  for  their  generous  concessions. 

THE  BANKERS. 

The  National  Provincial  Bank,  Ltd.,  continues  to  lend 
its  help  to  the  hospital  with  a  readiness  as  generous  as  here¬ 
tofore.  Receipt  of  the  Miners’  Welfare  gift  effected  a  sub¬ 
stantial  reduction  of  the  Overdraft,  but  the  hospital  is  still 
very  heavily  indebted  to  its  Bankers.  The  Board  thanks 
the  Bank  very  cordially  for  its  valued  help. 

OTHER  LOANS. 

Private  loans  amounting  to  £5,150,  as  enumerated  in 
the  previous  report,  are  yet  outstanding,  and  to  the  lenders 
who  still  allow  the  hospital  the  use  of  their  money,  the  Board 
is  very  grateful. 

OBITUARY. 

1928  has  taken  a  heavy  toll  of  past,  or  active  hospital 
workers,  and  Board  Members  have  suffered  many  bereave¬ 
ments.

The  death  of  Miss  Blanche  Smith,  of  Kilnhurst,  re¬ 
moved  one  of  the  best-known,  and  best-liked  personalities 
in  the  district.  This  lady  never  tired  in  her  work  for  others, 
and  in  the  course  of  her  active  life  of  sacrifice  she  did  untold 
good.  An  ardent  worker  for  the  hospital,  she  was  equally 
engrossed  in  all  other  works  of  Charity.  Her  death  at  a 
comparatively  early  age  came  as  a  shock  to  all  who  knew 
her,  and  her  loss  is  very  earnestly  deplored. 

Mr.  Isaac  Bateman,  of  Thumscoe,  a  member  of  the 
Board,  had  the  unhappy  misfortune  to  lose  his  mother  early 
in  the  year.  Advanced  in  age,  Mrs.  Bateman  had  lived  a 
useful  life,  and  lay  down  her  burden  in  the  satisfying  know¬ 
ledge  that  she  had  womanly  played  her  part,  and  she  left 
the  world  with  few  or  no  regrets. 

Tire  Chairman  of  the  Hospital  (Mr.  W.  A.  Lewis) 
suffered  also  a  bereavement  of  a  brother,  Mr.  Thomas  Henry 
Lewis,  of  Swinton.  Mr.  Thomas  Lewis  was  a  notable  figure 
in  the  district.  He  was  one  of  the  first  little  band  to  asso¬ 
ciate  themselves  in  the  formation  of  the  original  Cottage 
Hospital,  in  Bank  Street,  Mexborough,  and  to  the  time  of 
his  death  his  interest  never  ceased.  He  lived  to  an  age 
where  he  saw  the  infant  of  his  youth  develop  to  its  present 
hardy  manhood,  and  the  years  of  his  decline  were  gladdened 
by  this  knowledge.  His  work  still  lives. 

Poignant  in  the  extreme  was  the  death  of  Mr.  Colin 
Fouchard,  of  Bolton-on-Deame.  A  boy  of  only  16  years, 
son  of  Councillor  and  Mrs.  Archibald  Fouchard,  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Management,  Colin  succumbed  to  that 
dreaded  of  all  diseases,  tuberculosis.  Struck  down  at  an 
age  when  hopes  were  so  high,  the  shattering  of  those  pros¬ 
pects  must  remain  indelibly  stamped  upon  the  memories 
of  his  sorrowing  father  and  mother. 

The  district  generally,  and  Wath-upon-Deame  in  par¬ 
ticular,  lost  an  amiable  and  helpful  personality  in  the  death 
of  Councillor  Arthur  Bramham  of  that  town.  A  man  of 
exceptionally  genial  nature,  Mr.  Bramham  was  ever  ready 
to  help  another  on  the  way.  Twice  had  he  saved  life — his 
own  it  could  not  be — but,  better  still,  he  saved  a  reputation 
that  will  live  in  years  to  come.  Arthur  Bramham  always 
played  the  man. 

The  death  of  Mr.  George  W.  Ashton,  Manager  of  the 
Mexborough  Hippodrome,  came  as  a  thunderbolt  to  all  who 
knew  him.  Familiar  by  sight  to  every  adult  person  in 
the  district,  he  was  beloved  of  all.  He  lived  for  others. 


So  that  he  was  helping  another  forward,  he  eared  not  for 
self;  and  sacrifice  was  the  keynote  of  his  nature.  He  is 
mourned  byt  a  very  wide  circle  of  friends,  and  his  loss  is 
deeply  deplored. 

In  unhappy,  but  steady  succession,  the  hospital  loses 
its  Trustees  by  death.  Mr.  John  Storer’s  name  is  the  latest 
to  be  erased.  Associated  with  the  hospital  at  its  formation, 
he  continued  his  interest  in  the  work  up  to  the  time  of  his 
leaving  the  district  some  dozen  years  ago.  He,  also,  like 
Mr.  Thomas  Lewis,  lived  to  see  the  fruits  of  his  handywork, 
and  it  was  an  unending  pleasure  to  him  to  know  that  the 
institution  had  prospered,  and  was  serving  the  district  so 
well.  His  work  still  carries  on. 

The  death  of  Mr.  W.  S.  Kerr,  Aural  Surgeon  to  the 
Sheffield  Royal  Infirmary,  and  Honorary  Aural  Surgeon  to 
the  Montagu  Hospital,  has  deprived  the  institution,  and  the 
district  too,  of  the  services  of  a  man  who  knew  his  work, 
and  did  it  well.  Numerous  subscribers  to  the  hospital  have 
profited  by  his  skill  and  knowledge,  and  all  will  deeply  de¬ 
plore  his  sudden  and  unexpected  end. 

Yet  another  Board  member  (Mrs.  G.  Squires)  suffered 
loss  by  death.  Mrs.  Squires’  father,  though  unknown  in 
person  to  the  Board,  was  well  liked  in  the  district  in  which 
he  lived,  and  his  loss  was  deeply  regretted  thereabouts. 

To  all  relatives  who  have  suffered  the  above  distressing 
bereavements — husbands,  wives,  fathers,  mothers,  sisters, 
brothers — the  Board  extends  the  hand  of  sympathy,  and 
prays  that,  time  may  heal  the  wounds  that  now  so  sorely 
rack  the  breast.

Ernest  W.  Chappell,  also,  had  the  misfortune  to  sustain  a 
fractured  collar-bone  on  Christmas  Day.  This  is  now  re¬ 
paired,  and  the  Board,  in  offering  its  sympathy  to  these 
three  gentlemen,  hopes  the  new  year  may  see  a  complete 
retstoration  to  health  of  all. 
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BOARD  MEMBERS  EXALTED. 

The  many  friends  of  Mr.  George  Probert,  J.P.,  C.C. , 
will  congratulate  him  upon  his  election  to  the  distinguished 
position  of  County  Alderman.  It  is  an  honour  he  richly 
merited,  and  he  will  fill  it,  not  only  with  dignity  to  himself, 
but  with  credit  to  those  whom  he  represents. 

The  elevation  of  Mr.  Probert.  to  the  Aldermanic  Bench 
necessitated  the  appointment  of  a  successor  on  the  County 
Council.  The  choice  fell  upon  another  member  of  the 
Board,  Mr.  Archibald  Bouchard,  of  Bolton-on-Dearne. 

The  Board  rejoices  to  see  these  honours  fall  upon  its 
members,  and  feel  sure  that  they  will  carry  them  with  credit. 

A  WELL-EARNED  PROMOTION. 

The  Board  feels  that  this  report  would  be  sadly  lacking 
in  completeness  were  it  to  neglect  making  reference  to  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  Arthur  Thomson,  of  W ath-upon-Dearne, 
a  Director  of  the  Man  vers  Main  Collieries  Ltd.  Mr.  Thom¬ 
son’s  association  with  the  hospital  has  been  one  of  many 
years,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  the  utmost  pleasure  to  the  Man¬ 
agement  of  the  Hospital  to  see  such  brilliant  service  so  re¬ 
warded. 

MEDICAL  WARDS. 

Financial  restrictions  prevented  the  medical  wards  being 
put  to  use,  as  was  intended.  The  coming  year  may  see 
them  temporarily  commissioned  for  another  purpose. 

EYE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  specialised  work  of  this  department  has,  during  the 
year,  been  of  great  convenience  to  contributors.  They  have 
been  saved  many  unnecessary  journeys  elsewhere  which 
would  have  had  to  be  taken,  had  not  facilities  existed  at  the 
hospital. 

PRESENTATION  TO  CHAIRMAN. 

An  event  probably  unique  in  hospital  practice  was  the 
presentation  of  a  cheque  for  £218  to  the  Chairman,  Mr.  W. 
A.  Lewis,  on  the  3rd  September.  An  appeal  to  the  public  was 
launched  by  the  Board  for  some  tangible  expression  of  its 
appreciation  of  the  Chairman’s  long  and  devoted  services  to 
the  institution.  The  President  of  the  Hospital  (Captain  F. 
J.  0.  Montagu)  with  his  accustomed  generosity  and  readi¬ 
ness,  commenced  the  list  with  a  munificent  gift  of  £100. 
From  that  moment  success  was  assured.  The  presentation 
of  the  cheque  by  Mr.  G.  H.  Ashwin,  J.P.,  Managing  Direc- 
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tor  of  the  Wath  Main  Colliery  Co.  Ltd.,  formed  a  very 
pleasant  diversion  at  the  ordinary  business  of  the  monthly 
Board  meeting  on  the  date  named,  Mr.  Ash  win  expressing 
the  hope  that  the  Chairman  may  be  long  spared  to  continue 
his  good  work  for  the  cause.  Added  pleasure  was  given  the 
ceremony  by  the  presence  of  Mrs.  Lewis  by  the  Chairman’s 
side,  and  also  the  attendance  of  their  two*  daughters. 

WIBELESS. 

The  Wireless  installation  so  kindly  presented  to  the 
Hospital  by  Mr.  F.  Woffinden,  of  Mexborough,  some  months 
ago,  to  commemorate  his  70th  birthday,  has  given  untold 
pleasure  to  the  patients  and  the  staff.  Mr.  WofFmden’s 
generosity  has  enabled  numerous  patients  to  pass  in  com¬ 
parative  enjoyment  what  might  otherwise  have  been  sad 
and  sorry  hours  on  their  beds  of  sickness.  Again  he  is 
thanked  for  his  thoughtful  generosity. 

VIOLET  RAY. 

The  Ultra  Violet  Ray  equipment  so  kindly  presented 
to  the  Board  just  a  year  ago  by  Mr.  W.  P.  and  Mr.  I. 
Turner,  of  the  “Mexborough  and  Swinton  Times,’’  in  mem¬ 
ory  of  their  father,  has  done  a  fund  of  useful  work.  It  was 
probably  never  anticipated  either  by  the  donors,  or  by  the 
Board,  the  great  demands  that  would  be  made  upon  this 
apparatus,  but  certainly  the  figures  quoted  in  the  Medical 
Report  make  it  abundantly  clear  that  its  requisition  has  been 
no  less  frequent  than  its  utility.  Renewed  thanks  are 
warmly  accorded  Messrs.  Turner  Brothers  for  their  welcome 
gift. 

HOSPITAL  STALWARTS. 

Several  warm  supporters  of  the  Hospital  have  suffered 
long  and  serious  illnesses  during  the  year.  Mr.  John 
Vaughan,  of  Wath,  has  been  most  unfortunate  in  the  length 
and  severity  of  his  health’s  breakdown.  Mr.  A.  A.  Nicklin, 
also  of  Swinton,  suffered  a  most  alarming  illness  which 
necessitated  a  lengthy  stay  in  hospital.  It  is  pleasing  to 
record  that  both  gentlemen  are  making  a  good  recovery,  and 
the  Board,  in  sympathising  with  them,  expresses  the  hope 
that  their  progress  may  be  continued.

Lady  Harewood’s  annual  egg  collection  again  brought 
many  thousands  of  eggs  to  the  hospital.  The  local  arrange¬ 
ments  were  in  the  very  capable  hands  of  Mrs.  Warde-Aldam, 


of  Frickley,  as  formerly,  and  her  excellent  organization 
brought  the  success  it  deserved.  School  teachers  and  schol¬ 
ars  in  the  area  co-opted  in  an  intensive  campaign,  and 
as  in  previous  years,  Mrs.  Squires,  of  Mexborough,  and  Mr. 
B.  L.  Smith,  of  Swinton,  lent  their  homes  as  receiving 
stations  for  the  eggs.  To  all  concerned — organizers,  givers 
and  collectors — the  Board  expresses  its  many  thinks. 

“  MEXBOROUGH  AND  SWINTON  TIMES.” 

It  has  been  customary  in  these  notes  for  many  years  to 
write  a  word  of  special  appreciation  of  the  many  articles 
appearing  in  the  “Mexborough  and  Swinton  Times,”  which 
have  had  as  their  object  financial  stimulus  for  the  hospital. 
As  successfully  as  heretofore  has  this  journal  prosecuted  its 
beneficient  campaign,  and  to  the  Proprietors  and  to  the 
Editor  the  Board  offers  a  most  cordial  “Thank  You”!

The  “Sheffield  Daily  Telegraph”  intimated  to  the 
Board  that  early  in  the  new  year  it  was  hoped  by  the  juvenile 
members  of  their  excellent  “Gloops  Club”  to  support  at 
least  one  cot  in  all  the  district  hospitals.  Information  is  to 
hand  that  the  project  is  now  assured,  for  1929  at  least,  and 
the  gift  will  be  handed  over  early  in  February.  To  the  Press 
as  a  whole,  the  Board  offers  most  earnest  thanks  for  their 
valued  help. 


POLICE  AND  FIRE  BRIGADES. 

Trade  depression  has  been  responsible  for  the  falling  off 
in  sports  and  demonstration  organisation  on  behalf  of  the 
hospital.

LOOKING  AHEAD. 

Accustomed  as  the  public  is  to  see  a  growing  income 
year  by  year,  in  view  of  the  exceptional  severity  of  trade 
depression  during  1928,  it  would  be  worse  than  foolish  to 
have  expected  another  gain.  That  subscriptions  have  been 
kept  at  anything  like  their  normal  level  is  a  matter  for 
sincere  congratulation.  Expenditure  tends  to  grow,  but  so 
does  the  district  too,  and  the  work  this  added  population 
reflects  upon  the  hospital  is  the  obvious  explanation  of  any 
increased  charge.  When  times  again  are  normal,  finance 
will  adjust  itself.  Experience  has  taught  that,  in  the  mat- 
cer  of  workpeople’s  support  of  the  hospital,  those  resident 
in  the  Montagu  area  need  no  whip.  The  instinct  is  planted 
firmly  within  them,  and  so  surely  as  trade  improves,  so  will 
the  financial  reflex.  Times  have  been  hard  indeed,  but 
it  is  conceivable  they  might  have  been  much  worse — for  the 
hospital!  The  will  to  help  is  there;  the  stage  is  set  for 
.  another  act;  each  player  knows  his  part;  confidence  is  at 
its  height;  the  Institution  cannot  help  but  prosper.

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Hon  Treasurer  s  Report. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  ordinary  income  for  1928 — £10,889 — compares  with 
£11,411  for  1927.  The  decrease  of  £522  is  spread  over  11 
groups. 

The  largest  group  decrease  is  £276 — subscriptions  from 
workpeople.  This  is  due  to  a  falling  off  of  £369  in  receipts 
from  Colliery  Workers  and  to  smaller  decreases  under  two 
other  heads  in  this  group.  To  offset  this  there  are  increases 
under  five  heads  in  this  group  totalling  £193.  In  view  of  the 
depression  in  the  coal  mining  industry  it  is  very  encouraging 
to  find  that  the  underground  employees  of  one  colliery  — 
Hickleton — have  continued  to  pay  the  extra  Id.  per  week — 
first  contributed  in  1927  towards  arrears  due  to  the  1926 
stoppage.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  conditions  in  1929  wfil  be 
such  that  other  colliery  employees  will  be  able  to'  follow  the 
lead  so  splendidly  given. 

There  are  decreases  under  10  other  groups,  the  two  largest 
being  “Ladies'  Committee”  and  “Hospital  Sunday”  De¬ 
monstrations  respectively.  These  decreases  are  no  doubt  due 
to'  the  post-stoppage  depression.  This  was  even  more  acute 
in  1928  than  in  1927.  In  these  circumstances  it  is  very 
gratifying  to  find  increases  under  five  heads :  ‘  ‘  Sundry 
Weekly  Contributions”  and  “Donations”  are  £29  and  £92 
respectively  more  than  in  1927,  and  £164  and  £170  more 
than  in  1924. 

Subscriptions  from  “Workpeople”  form  76.76  per  cent, 
of  the  total  ordinary  income. 

Ordinary  expenditure  at  £10,718,  is  £392  more  than  in 
1927,  and  £170  less  than  the  ordinary  income.  The  largest 
increase — foreshadowed  in  the  1927  report — is  £623,  under 
“Salaries  and  Wages.”  The  chief  decrease  is  under  con¬ 
tributors’  maintenance  at  other  Hospitals.  Most  of  this 
decrease — £201 — can  with  fairness  be  deducted  from  the  in¬ 
crease  in  salaries.  Apart  from  these  two1  items,  there  are 
increases  under  18  and  decreases  under  15  heads.  In  only 
one  case,  a.  decrease  of  £147  under  “Hardware,”  does  the 
individual  variation  exceed  £85.  In  view  of  the  increased 
work  of  the  Hospital,  this  shows,  I  think,  that  due  economy 
has  been  exercised  by  the  Matron  and  her  Staff. 

Under  “Keceipts  of  a  Capital  Nature”  will  be  found  a 
grant  of  £2,581  from  the  Miners’  Welfare  Fund,  representing 
allocations  made  by  the  employees  of  Manvers  Main,  Wath 
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Main,  and  Coiton wood  Collieries.  £1,014  of  this  lias  been 
used  to  pay  for  additions  and  alterations.  The  remainder 
has  gone  to  reduce  the  Bank  Overdraft. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  mentioned  that  since  the 
end  of  1928  a  further  sum  of  £2,000  has  been  received  from 
the  Miners’  Welfare  Fund.  This  represents  an  allocation 
made  by  Wath  Main  Employees.

The  total  number  of  in-patients  was  1,443,  and  the 
average  number  in  the  Hospital  51.  The  average  stay  per 
patient  was  13  days. 

Based  on  the  total  ordinary  expenses  under  every  head, 
the  annual  cost  per  in-patient  was  £7  8s.  5d.,  and  the  daily 
cost  11s.  5d.  The  corresponding  figures  in  1927  were  £7  16s. 
and  11s.  OJd.  respectively. 

It  should  perhaps  be  emphasised  that  total  ordinary 
expenses  include  the  full  cost  of  the  “X  Ray,”  “Massage,” 
“Eye,”  “Violet  Ray,”  and  “Out-patient”  Departments.  It 
is  difficult  to  separate  the  cost  of  these  Departments  from  the 
cost  of  the  Hospital  as  a  whole.  If  this  were  done  accur¬ 
ately,  the  apparent  cost  per  in-patient  would  be  reduced 
considerably. 

It  will  be  agreed  that  in  view  of  the  extreme  depression 
ruling  in  the  area  served  by  the  Hospital  the  financial  state¬ 
ment  for  1928  is  as  satisfactory  as  can  be  expected. 

Nevertheless,  the  watchword  for  1929  should  be  - — 
“Economise.  ”

Medical  Report  for  the  Year  1928. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Medical  Eeport  for  the  year  1928. 
As  in  former  years,  a  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in 
the  various  departments,  the  total  number  of  treatments  for 
all  departments  being  28,349.  The  greatest  increase  is  seen 
in  the  violet-ray  and  eye  departments,  but  we  must  remem¬ 
ber  that  this  time  last  year  the  violet-ray  was  in  its  infancy, 
and  the  eye  department  did  not  exist  as  a,  separate  depart¬ 
ment  as  it  is  now. 

On  January  1st,  1928,  54  patients  remained  from  the 
preceding  year,  and  854  new  patients  were  admitted  during 
1928,  thus  bringing  the  number  up  to  901. 

One  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  operations 
were  performed,  a  slight  decrease  from  last  year’s  figures. 
Of  this  number  594  were  major  operations,  and  535  were 
minor  operations.  The  number  of  deaths  was  44. 

The  figures  from  the  Massage  and  X-Ray  department? 
show  a  slight  decrease. 

As  1  have  already  mentioned,  the  work  in  the  violet-ray 
department  has  made  great  strides,  and  the  results  have 
been  very  satisfactory.  Progress  in  the  department  is  likely 
to  be  continued.  Most  of  the  cases  receiving  treatment 
here  are  children,  for  whose  well-being  sunlight  in  one  form 
or  another  is  essential,  and  as  it  does  not  seem  possible  to 
have  the  real  thing  we  must  consider  ourselves  very  fortunate 
in  having  a  steady  supply  of  the  artificial  variety. 


From  these  figures  you  have  an  idea  of  the  work  gone 
through,  work  which  could  not  be  done  without  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Matron  and  her  Nursing  Staff.  I  therefore 
wish,  on  behalf  of  the  medical  staff,  to  thank  them  most 
warmly  for  their  ever-ready  services.

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Ladies’  Committee  Report. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

To  some  extent  the  work  of  my  Committee  has  been 
disorganised  during  the  year  by  the  several  resignations  of 
members  who  felt  they  could  no  longer  continue  to'  devote 
that  time  and  attention  to  its  affairs  such  as  the  nature  of 
the  work  demanded.  Thus  we  were  deprived  of  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  several  experienced  workers  within  the  space  of  a 
few  short  months.  The  problem  of  filling  their  places  caused 
my  Committee  some  anxiety,  but  volunteers  were  quickly 
forthcoming,  and  successors  were  appointed. 

How  earnestly  the  re-organised  Committee  applied  itself 
to'  the  work  may  be  gathered  from  the  knowledge  that  the 
annual  house-to-house  collection  proceeded  with  its  accus¬ 
tomed  smoothness,  the  receipts  falling  short  of  those  of  the 
previous  year  by  only  a  few  pounds,  and  this  in  a  time  of 
exceptional  trade  depression  and  scarcity  of  money.  My 
Committee  feels  distinctly  gratified  with  the  results,  and  once 
again  has  the  pleasure  of  complimenting  Mrs.  Cresswell  upon 
her  individual  collection  of  over  -662 — a  really  wonderful 
attainment. 

In  accordance  with  the  practice  of  the  last  few  years, 
whist  drives  have  again  figured  prominently  in  the  activities 
of  the  Committee.  The  Swinton  ladies  held  two  very  suc¬ 
cessful  efforts,  which  afforded  considerable  pleasure  to>  those 
attending  them.  A  sum  of  £35  was  raised,  and  this  was 
credited  to  the  Bazaar  Account.  Mrs.  G.  W.  Whitehead, 
of  Mexborough,  also  promoted  a  private  whist  drive  at  her 
home,  and  this  realised  a  profit  of  £3.  The  whist  drives 
that  have  taken  place  at  the  hospital  under  the  auspices  of 
my  Committee  have  been  well  attended  and  thoroughly 
enjoyed.  Part  of  the  proceeds  of  these  hospital  “drives” 
have  been  applied  to  the  purchase  of  materials  required  for 
the  contemplated  Bazaar  in  March.  In  connection  with  the 
conduct  of  the  whist  drives,  my  Committee  has  been  almost 
entirely  dependent  upon  the  kindly  offices  of  Mr.  J.  Allsop, 
of  Mexborough,  who  has  kindly  acted  in  the  capacity  of  M.C. 
on  each  occasion.  This  has  meant  a  very  great  trespass  upon 
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the  little  leisure  he  has,  but  his  services  have  been  always 
rendered  willingly  and  in  a  most  capable  way.  Mr.  Allsop 
appears  to<  be  thoroughly  at  home  in  his  work  for  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  and  it  would  afford  my  Committee  pleasure  to'  see  him 
more  closely  identified  with  the  management.  Mr.  Allsop 
has  been  assisted  most  ably  at  the  whist  drives  by  Mr.  H. 
Thirsk,  of  Mexborougli,  and  to  both  gentlemen  my  Com¬ 
mittee  offers  its  very  cordial  thanks. 


Receipts  from  Rose  Day  are  somewhat  reduced,  owing 
to  the  bad  state  of  trade,  and  at  one  time  it  was  considered 
doubtful  whether  this  effort  could  be  held.  Optimism,  how¬ 
ever,  prevailed,  stocks  were  purchased,  and  the  effort 
launched.  Results  really  exceeded  expectations.  Swinton 
Rose  Day  was  worked  by  the  old  members  of  the  Committee 
in  that  town. 

Another  very  profitable  and  picturesque  undertaking 
was  the  Garden  Party  organised  by  Mrs.  Turner,  of  Abdy 
Farm,  Swinton.  This  brought  in  a  very  substantial  sum, 
and  the  Committee  most  cordially  thanks  Mrs.  Turner  for 
her  valued  interest  and  co-operation. 


Originally  it  was  intended  that  a  two-days’  Bazaar  should 
be  held  in  October,  but  the  prevailing  bad  trade  conditions 
rendered  this  inadvisable,  and  my  Committee  agreed  to  post¬ 
pone  it  to  March,  1929.  This  is  now  fixed  for  the  21st  and 
22nd  of  that  month,  and  arrangements  are  well  in  hand.  It 
is  confidently  expected  that  a  goodly  sum  will  be  realised,  and 
we  are  working  unitedly  to  that  end. 

I  desire,  in  conclusion,  to  take  this  opportunity  of  ex¬ 
tending  my  very  warm  thanks  to  the  public,  which  has  sup¬ 
ported  my  Committee  SO'  well  during  the  year.  It  has  been 
a  real  pleasure  to  promote  and  work  the  various  efforts,  and 
the  spirit  of  goodwill  which,  has  been  so  apparent  on  every 
hand  forms  one  of  the  happiest  recollections  of  the  passage 
of  the  last  twelve  months.

Sports  and 

Entertainments  Committee  s  Report 

For  Year  Ended  Dec.  31st,  1928. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  year  1928  will  be  remembered  by  members  of  the 
Sports  Committee  as  one  of  the  most  difficult  which  has 
been  experienced  since  the  formation  of  this  Committee. 
For  the  last  two  or  three  years  the  financial  position  in  the 
industrial  world  generally  has  been  getting  more  strained, 
until  it  has  become  almost  impossible  for  the  populace  of 
this  district  to*  support  the  number  of  “Efforts”  organised  by 
the  Committee  as  they  need  supporting. 

The  profit  of  £140  on  the  year's  working,  which  my 
Committee  has  been  able  to  hand  over  to  the  Hospital  funds, 
may  be  considered,  by  those  who  do>  not  know  the  amount  of 
work  done  as  satisfactory,  but  permit  me  to  say  that  it  is 
not  a  return  which  counterbalances  the  efforts  put  forth. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  several  of  the  efforts  have  scarcely  been 
worth  while,  and  at  least  three  of  these  have  been  failures. 
It  has  been  a  matter  of  great  concern  to  the  Committee,  and 
we  have  almost  come  to*  the  conclusion  that  the  better  policy 
will  be  to  let  these  competitions  stay  in  abeyance  for  a  time. 
On  the  other  hand,  two  of  the  competitions  have  been  really 
successful,  and  have  somewhat  helped  to  keep  up  the  spirits 
of  our  members  and  to  urge  them  on  to  greater  exertions. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  this  year’s  balance  sheet  shows  a 
deficit  of  £50  from  the  previous  year.  This  is  accounted 
for  by  the  following  reasons:  (1)  The  aforementioned  finan¬ 
cial  position  of  the  district,  (2)  loss  on  existing  competitions, 
and  (3)  the  Committee  realising  the  impossibility  of  organis¬ 
ing  quite  as  many  efforts  as  were  held  during  1927. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  famous  Gordon  High- 
landers’  Band  visited  the  district,  and  played  for  two  concerts 
for  our  benefit  in  1927,  and  also  that  special  efforts  were 
organised  by  friends  in  connection  with  the  Band’s  visit. 
These  efforts  raised  a,  sum  approximating  the  £50  which  is 
deficit  this  year.  The  practicability  of  doing  anything  like  this 
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has  undoubtedly  been  out  of  the  question.  However,  I  do 
not  wish  to  appear  as  a  pessimist  altogether,  because  I  am 
of  opinion  that  the  wheel  of  fortune  will  have  a  turn  for  the 
better,  and  that  in  the  near  future  a  more  satisfactory  report 
will  be  possible. 

Examining  the  various  competitions  carefully,  one  is  at 
once  struck  with  the  remarkably  consistent  success  of  the 
Montagu  Cup  Competition.  Perhaps  it  is  not  generally 
known  that  this  competition  has  raised  the  magnificent  sum 
of  £967  14s.  Id.  since  the  end  of  the  Great  War.  This  pro¬ 
nouncement  is  quite  true,  and  we  are  hoping  that  by  the 
time  the  present  football  season  closes  the  £1,000  mark  will 
have  been  left  well  behind.  I  believe  there  are  gentlemen 
in  this  Board  Room  who'  first  started  this  competition,  about 
the  year  1896,  but  I  question  whether  they  ever  anticipated 
such  splendid  results,  and  that  the  name  of  the  Montagu 
Cup  would  have  reached  such  a  place  of  honour  in  the  foot¬ 
ball  world.  It  is  the  most  popular  competition  for  a  number 
of  miles  around  Mexborough.  My  Committee  is  grateful 
to  all  the  clubs  who'  compete  year  after  year,  and  to1  the 
many  friends  whose  continuous  support  is  so1  very  helpful. 
The  balance  of  £94  16s.  is  slightly  better  than  the  previous 
year,  and  the  “lucky  winners”  were  Ashwood  Road  W.M.C., 
with  Roman  Terrace  Athletic  as  runners-up. 


BOWLS  COMPETITION. 

Unfortunately,  the  Committee  was  faced  with  a  diffi¬ 
culty  at  the  commencement  of  this  campaign  by  the  unavoid¬ 
able  resignation  of  Mr.  T.  Connell,  the  popular  secretary  of 
this  competition.  Going  to  reside  out  of  the  district,  Mr. 
Connell  found  it  impossible  to  “carry  on.”  I  want  to 
tender  the  very  best  thanks  of  the  Committee  to  Mr.  Connell 
for  the  splendid  work  he  did  whilst  secretary  of  this  compe¬ 
tition.  However,  a  worthy  successor  was  discovered  to  carry 
on  the  work  of  Bowls  Secretary,  in  Mr.  B.  L.  Smith.  Al¬ 
though  he  has  readied  an  age  when  he  should  be  resting  and 
taking  his  ease,  Mr.  Smith  set  about  the  job  of  bettering 
the  position.  Possibly,  thinking  that  his  duties  would  not 
be  numerous  enough,  and  would  leave  him  with  too  much 
time  on  his  hands  if  he  only  looked  after  the  interests  of  the 
“Hague  Cup”  (men’s  bowls),  Mr.  Smith  had  the 
audacity  (!)  to  ask  for  permission  to  form  a  Ladies’  Com¬ 
petition  also,  if  a  trophy  could  be  obtained  for  this  purpose. 
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Obtaining  the  permission  of  the  Committee,  and  being 
assured  that  a  trophy  would  be  on  the  “green”  for  presen¬ 
tation  when  the  final  was  to  take  place,  Mr.  Smith  com¬ 
menced  his  double  task.  It  is  only  necessary  to  state  at 
this  point  that  Mr.  Smith  brought  both  competitions  to  a 
successful  issue,  and  that  the  sum  of  ten  guineas  which  he 
handed  over  as  a  result  gave  both  himself  and  the  committee 
great  satisfaction.  Messrs.  Fattorini  and  Son,  of  Bradford 
and  Birmingham,  were  the  donors  of  the  Ladies’  Bowls 
Trophy.  The  winners  of  the  men’s  section  were  Denaby 
British  Legion,  and  of  the  ladies’  section  Mexborough  Ath¬ 
letic  club. 

TENNIS  COMPETITION. 

This  competition  was  in  the  same  position  as  the  bowls 
competition.  Mr.  E.  Vickers,  who'  had  done  good  work  in 
this  respect,  had  to  resign  owing  to  living  out  of  touch  with 
the  Committee  and  its  activities.  An  appeal  was  made"  to 
Mr.  H.  E.  Elliott  to  undertake  these  duties.  Mr.  Elliott 
gave  a  ready  consent,  but  was  rather  doubtful  as  to  the 
hopes  of  doing  anything  successful,  owing  to  the  lateness  of 
time.  Mr.  Elliott’s  doubts  proved  to  be  prophetic  ones,  and 
disappointment  was  the  keynote  of  his  report  to'  the  Com¬ 
mittee.  However,  Mr.  Elliott  is  of  opinion  that  he  will  be 
able  to  make  a  success  of  the  competition  next  year. 

CRICKET  COMPETITION. 

Mr.  J.  Shillito  labours  hard  and  long  in  his  endeavour 
to'  push  into  prominence  the  Cricket  Competition.  He  has 
not  been  blessed  with  a  large  amount  of  success  up  to  the 
present,  as  the  sum  of  £1  13s.  3d.  plainly  shows.  There  is 
no  harder  worker  than  Mr.  Shillito,  and  it  must  be  disap¬ 
pointing  to  him  to'  meet  with  so  little  encouragement.  He 
has  put  a>  scheme  before  the  Committee,  which  he  hopes 
will  be  put  into'  operation  during  the  present  year,  and  which 
will  repay  him  somewhat  for  past-  disappointments.  The 
scheme  is  to  run  the  Cricket  Competition  in  conjunction  with 
the  South  Yorkshire  Cricket  League.  The  scheme  has  been 
adopted  by  my  Committee,  which  awaits  the  results  with 
pleasurable  anticipation.  The  winners  of  the  Cup  last  year 
were  Brampton  C.C. 

AMBULANCE  COMPETITION. 

This  competition  is  not  realising  the  expectations  which 
the  Committee  had  some  two  or  three  years  ago.  The  com- 
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petition  relies  mostly  for  success  on  the  favourable  conditions 
in  the  mining  world.  These  favourable  conditions  have  been 
most  noticeable  by  their  absence,  consequently  it  is  not  sur¬ 
prising  that  Mr.  G.  T.  Stemp,  the  secretary,  reports  a  loss 
of  9s.  6d.  on  the  season’s  working.  This  is  a  distinct  disap¬ 
pointment  to  Mr.  Stemp,  because  of  the  amount  of  organising 
genius  and  hard  work,  together  with  the  long  period  which  is 
taken  up  previous  to  the  competition  taking  place,  during 
which  so  much  spade  work  has  to  be  done.  Nineteen  teams 
entered  for  the  Dyson  Shield,  and  53  for  the  individual  test, 
Aldwarke  Main  ambulance  team  winning  the  trophy  in 
splendid  styfe.  Dr.  J.  J.  Huey,  of  Mexborough,  and  Mr. 
Frost,  of  Barnburgh,  were  the  judges,  and  to  these 
two  gentlemen  my  Committee  is  very  thankful  for  their 
generous  services. 

ANNUAL  WALK. 

Thirty-three  competitors  were  induced  to  enter  for  this 
competition,  which  was  held  over  a  route  of  approximately 
eleven  miles,  through  Wath,  Bolton,  Goldthorpe,  Hickleton, 
Barnburgh,  Adwick,  and  back  to'  Mexboro’.  Collections 
which  were  taken  en  route  were  very  disappointing,  and  only 
realised  £4  16s.  Id.  It  is  to'  be  regretted  that  the  returns 
are  so>  low,  because  there  is  keen  rivalry  among  the  competi¬ 
tors,  and  the  onlooker  sees  some  very  fine  walking  feats. 
Valuable  prizes  are  given  by  local  gentlemen,  as  follows: 
Dinner  service,  Mr.  F.  Neath  ;  Ham,  Mr.  Sinclair ;  together 
with  various  monetary  gifts,  which  will  be  found  tabulated  in 
the  balance  sheet.  Mr.  0.  Grant’s  duties  as  secretary  are 
very  onerous  and  numerous,  and  were  made  doubly  so  last 
year  owing  to  the  event  having  to  be  cancelled  on  one  occa¬ 
sion  and  re-arranged  at  a  later  date.  The  judges  and  starter 
were  Messrs.  W.  Jacques,  A.  E.  Piper,  and  E.  Cooper,  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  A. A. A.,  and  Mr.  Fred  Neath.  To'  these 
friends  my  Committee  offers  its  warmest  thanks  for  their 
honourable  services.  To  Mr.  J.  Guest,  Mr.  W.  Jacques, 
and  Mr.  F.  Neath,  thanks  are  due  and  readily  given  for  the 
use  of  their  respective  motor  cars.  We  are  also  grateful  to 
Hospital  Nurses  who  readily  forfeited  their  leisure  hours 
in  order  to  be  on  hand  to  attend  any  casualty  which  might 
occur.  The  balance  from  this  event  was  £4  4s.  5d. 

MONTAGU  SHIELD. 

This  competition  is  causing  the  Sports  Committee  a 
great  deal  of  anxiety  by  reason  of  the  unavailing  efforts  to 


improve  the  status  of  the  competition.  Despite  the  fact 
that  the  season  ot  1927-28  saw  schoolboy  football  at  its 
zenith,  the  Montagu  Shield  had  to  record  a  slight  loss  on  the 
year’s  working.  There  must  be  a  cause  for  this  lack  of 
interest,  and  this  Committee  must  not  rest  until  it  has 
located  the  trouble  and  removed  it  out  of  the  way.  I  can¬ 
not  think  that  the  boys  themselves  are  at  fault ;  generally 
they  are  always  ready  to  play  football,  and  surely  the  trophy 
and  the  medals  given  by  my  Committee  are  inducement 
enough  for  all  the  teams  in  the  district  to  desire  to>  compete 
for.  If  anyone  knows  of  any  impediment  which  is  hindering 
the  progress  of  the  Montagu  Shield  Competition,  the  Sports 
and  Entertainments  Committee  would  be  pleased  to  have 
it  brought  to>  their  notice,  when  all  possible  steps  will  be 
taken  to  remove  the  obstruction.  The  wimiers  of  the  Shield 
were  Swinton  Bridge  School,  whilst  Kilnhurst  Council 
finished  as  runners-up.  Mr.  A.  Ogley’s  services  as  secretary 
are  greatly  appreciated. 

ANNUAL  CONCERT. 

Owing  to'  the  death  of  Air.  G.  W.  Ashton,  late  manager 
of  the  Mexborough  Hippodrome,  this  Committee  has  lost  a 
valuable  friend  and  staunch  supporter.  Mr.  Ashton’s  acti¬ 
vities,  advice,  and  counsel  in  connection  with  organising  the 
annual  concert  cannot  be  over-estimated.  My  Committee 
deeply  sympathises  with  Mrs.  Ashton  and  family.  The 
programme  was  presented  by  Miss  Pansy  Moore  and  her 
Concert  Party,  and  was  greatly  appreciated.  The  attend¬ 
ance  was  much  below  previous  years,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  there  were  so  many  vacant  seats.  Air.  George  Schofield 
was  an  admirable  chairman,  and  was  ably  suppoorted  by 
Messrs.  W.  A.  Lewis,  G.  H.  Cooper,  and  B.  L.  Smith. 
The  staff  of  the  Hippodrome  rendered  valuable  and 
honorary  services,  and  to  these  friends  we  tender  our  deep 
appreciation.  The  Mexborough  Hippodrome  was  kindly 
lent  for  the  occasion  by  the  Proprietors,  Messrs.  G.  W.  and 
G.  E.  Smith.
